THE WOMAN who has cooked for

many persona finds as much dif- 


ficulty in preparing the right amount 
for only two as the inexperienced 
housekeeper. After mixing batter for 
•is or even four it's amazing how lit- 
tle It takes to make enough ana no 
more for two. 
Perhaps these rules will help you 


to gauge proportions: 


WHITE MUFFINS. 


Two tablespoons butter, 1 table- 


spoon sugar, 1 egg, % cup milk, 1% 
cups flour. 3 teaspoons baking pow- 
der, '.4 teaspoon salt. 


Cream butter and sugar. Add egg 


well beaten. Mis and sift dry in- 
gredients and add alternately with 
mill: to first mixture. Beat well and 
pour Into buttered and floured gem 
pans. Bake twenty-five minutes in 
a hot oven. 


GRAHAM GEMS. 


One cup graham flour, J,i cup white 


flour, 1 dessertspoon sugar. 1 dessert- 
spoon butter. 3 teaspoons 
baking 


powder, U teaspoon salt, 1 cup milk. 


Mix and sift white flour, sugar, 


baking powder and salt. Mix with 
graham flour. 
Ada gradually the 


milk and butter (melted). Beat well 


and pour into hot buttered gem pans. 
Bake in a hot oven twenty-five min- 
utes. 


FOPOVERS FOE TWO. 


One-halt cup flour, -U teaspoon 


salt, i; cup water, 1 teaspoon butter. 
1 ess. 


Small iron muffin rings are best 


for popovers, although earthen cus- 
tard cups may be used. Heat muffin 
rings very hot and butter well. Put 
all the ingredients into a mixing 
bowl and beat with a strong dover 
beater until very smooth and full o£ 
bubbles. Turn into the rings which 
must be hissing hoi and bake hall 
an hour in a hot oven. Serve at once. 


GRIDDLE CAKES FOR TWO. 


One cup sour milk, 
*,s teaspoon 


soda, 1 egg. % teaspoon salt, 2 table- 
spoons corn meal, flour, 1 teaspoon 
baking powder. 


Put sour mills into mixing bowl. 


Stir in soda. Add egg well beaten. 
Add salt and corn meal and sift in 
half cup flour. Mix well and add 
more flour slowly until the batter is 
about as thick as heavy cream ar« 
very smooth. Add the baking pow- 
der with the last flour put into the 
batter. Bake on a hot, well-greased 
griddle.

Saturday Evening, November 19, 


Far East Problems May 
Deadlock Arms Conference 


Britain and Japan Want America in Triple Alliance, 


But All Hands Fear Senate Would Not Ratify 


and China Resents Interference. 


: 
By Mark Sullivan. 


'Washington, D. C., Nov. 19— We 


are now directly at the heart of the 
armament conference- We are at the 
point where the only possibility of 
deadlock lies. It will not end in a 
deadlock, but the cause of real dif- 
ference 
is there. Superficially 
It 


looks like a mere matter of proce- 
dure, but fundamentally it goes to 
th» foundations. 


Your correspondent is 
familiar 


•with the point of view of all 
the 


- delegations and a careful comparison 


of 
the 
various 
positions reveals 


astonishingly little difference. Espec- 
ially surprising and hopeful is the 
Si.ght difference between what .the 
United 'States wants in thi far east 
and what Japan and Great Britain 
a're willing to have done there, pro- 
vided it Is done in the way they re- 


I eard as the only sound way. 


WILL SUCCEED. 


Even as regards this one differ- 


ence, which is big and fundamental, 
the attitude of the powera concern- 
ed is so tolerant, so disposed to 
make concessions, and FO intent upon 
success that it cannot be preaicted 
that this difference endangers 
suc- 


cess. It is certain, however, that it 
does contain elements of delay and 
uncertainty. 


. ".If an open-minded American, with 
; A disposition to be fair, were to put 


himself in the shoes of Great Britain 
a_na Japan, 
and 
were to 
imagine 


himself 
as 
the 
representative of 


those two governments talking in- 
formally 
and reasonably 
to 
the 


American Government, he 
probably 


would say something like this: 


SUGGESTS TRIPLE ALLIANCE. 
"We are entirely willing to 
do 


things in your way, if you strongly 
wish it, and If you see no possibility 
of adopting onr way. But we should 
like to ask your reasonable consider- 
ation of certain conditions that we 
cannot help having heavily on our 
minds. We are entirely wiling to 
discard the Anglo-Japanese Alliance, 
but we think that certain functions 
•which that 
Alliance performs 
are 


necessary nntl mtist "ue cared for by 
some one. We 
think it 
would be 


dangerous to discard that alliance 
without setting- up a substitute, and 
the substitute that suggests itself to 
tn i" an alliance taking in the United 
States as well a« Japan and Great 
Britain. 


"Also we nro entire'v willing to 


accept your poir.r of view about the 
t p. floor In <""nim Br.t wo respect- 


'fnlty point out that a rigid •adher- 
'"enr" nnrl living up to th principle 
of th^ open door would Involve sev-

•Japanese Alliance and to maintain 
the open door in fhina for the fu- 
ture, should precede and be a con- 
dition of an agreement limiting arm- 
ament.

ARMAMENT IATER. 


"We think this 
should b» done 


first. After this has been done, we 
think it will be possible to arrive 
at an agreement about limitation of 
armament such as will make us all 
feel more comfortable about the fu- 
ture. We think, also, 
that if 
these 


causes of friction In the far east are 
adequately cared for first, thereafter 
the agreement to limit armament can 
go much further than It is possible 
to go safely as long as the far east- 
ern questions remain unsettled. 


"Certainly we think that at least 


the two agreements, that 
is, the 


agreement to disarm and the agree- 
ment about the far east, should go 
hand In hand. With equal earnestness 
we think that the far eastern ques- 
tions cannot be settled in 
such 
a 


way as to assure the world that they 
will remain settled in the future 
. nless we set up as part of the 
agreement an Institution 
to 
carry 


out these agreements for many years 
to come. 


MUST HAVE PROP. 


"It's 
of no use merely to agree 


upon the open door. There must be 
a continuously functioning Institu- 
tion to maintain that agreement—to 
keep the door open after we make it 
open. For twenty years past we have 
all been agreeing 
about the open 


door in principle, but we have all 
been violating it in practice. 
That 


will continue to go in In the- future 
unless we set up an Institution in 
the shape of an alliance, or *, con- 
cert, of a consortium of tha nations 
concerned to carry out the agree- 
ment. 


If we don't have this consortium of 


alliance, we foresee that In the fu- 
ture, as in the past each nation will 
go ahead grabbing for itself. 
The 


big point of our position Is the set- 
ting up of such an alliance or con- 
sortium. 


AFRAID OF SENATE. 


"At this point we ought to sav 


that we are apprehensive about your 
Senate. 
We- repeat 
that 
It is our 


view that no agreement about the 
far east be successful unless It in- 
cludes an agreement to act in con- 
cert in the future 
on all matters 


coming up under the carrying out ot 
the open door principle. The. thin? 
that 
worries 
us is whether your 


American Senate will be willing to 
ratify 
the entrance 
of the United 


States into any such concert for fu- 
ture in the, far east." 


So much for the position of Greut 


Britain and Japan. These two na- 
tions share this point of view in dif- 
ferent degrees. Great Britain holds 
It probably a little more strongly 
than Japan does, but both have H 
strongly in the backs of their heads. 


AMERICAN VIEWPOINT. 


The American point of view, nb 


contrasted with the other, is that 
we should arrive at an agreement to 
limit armament wholly independent 
of any agreement about the far eaat. 
Especially is it inherent In the Amer- 
ican position that this 
agreement 


about limitation of armament should 
be separate 
from 
any 
agreement 


which includes our committment to 
future action In concert with, other 
nations in the far east In short, 
the American point of view, If ex- 
pressed colloquially and Informally, 
would be this: 


ONE AT A TIME. 


"We have a number of difficult 


questions to settle among us, and a 
number 
of causes 
of friction 
to 


eliminate. We are about to go into 
a conference to settle these 
ques- 


tions, and to eliminate these causes 
of friction. Our proposal is that we 
first 
agree 
to 
limit 
our arma- 


ment. 
Our 
proposal 
briefly 
is 


that we check our guns at the door 
before we enter that room to .dis- 
cuss the 
causet 
of friction. 
We 


think we are more apt to agree, and 
less apt to take stubborn positions 
on 
controversial 
matters, 
if 
we 


haven't any guns on our hips." 


Superficially, this American posi- 


tion reads very well. But we should 
be prepared not to resent It if Great 
Britain and Japan should be a little 
suspicious that maybe the American 
State Department Is as uneasy about 
the Senate as they are: That one of 
the reasons Mr. Hughes wants the. 
armament agreement first and Inde- 
pendent of the far east agreement, 
la that he can be confident of the 
first 
being "O.K.'d" by the Senate 


and can't be equally confident as to 
what the Senate might do about a far 
eastern agreement, especially if the 
latter should Include, as Great Brit- 
ain and Japan think It should, an 
agreement to act In concert in fu- 
ture. 


DEFEATED LEAGUE. 


This latter is just the sort of 


agreement about which the Senate Is 
most disposed to be reluctant. Most 
of the arguments 
on 
which 
the 


League 
of Nations 
was 
defeated 


oould be brought up to defeat a far 
eastern agreement of the sort that 
most 
of the 
statesmen 
of Great 


Britain and Japan regard as Indis- 
pensable. 


CHINA ENTERS.

BUYING BY JIANY FARMS. 


Buying through farmers' organiza-

Knowledge of how to care for 


fowls that health may be maintain- 
ed, is seriously lacking, If an opinion 
may be formed upon the number of 
inquires Chat have been made in re- 
cent.weeks. 
Corn fed too liberally 


will produce rheumatism in chickens 
just as surely as too much meat will 
effect humans in a similar manner. 


In fowls that are fed mostly corn 


as a ration, 
tflie Increase in body 


weight 
has a decided 
tendency to 


weaken the legs, thus causing the 
birds to become crippled, yet at the 
same lime not diminishing the ap- 
petite. In justice to the flock, corn 
should be fed but once a day, that in 
the evening, this being especially 
true during the cold season, 


LOSE STRENGTH. 


There is always a 
reason for 


everything, 
the 
rule applying 
to 


poultry growing as in other busi- 
nesses. 
Since corn is rich in fats, it 


follows that If employed during the 
warm season, especially during the 
hot months, the birds will become 
too fat, and, instead of growing 
strong bodies covered with an abun- 
dance of feathers, you have the nak- 
«d chicks with rather large bodies. 
If corn is continued as the principal 
ration, the birds will lose strength 
and finally the control of their legs 
with apparently no suffering, 


PREVENTIVE SIMPLE. 


The preventive is simple. Feed lib- 


erally of bran, shorts, meat scrap, 
soaked oats 
and 
alfalfa. 
These 


foods given afflicted fowls, if not too 
badly affected, will correct the con- 
dition but a. preventive in this as well 
as other matters is far better thar, 
the cure. Raw Irish potatoes should 
enter Into the ration for little chicks. 
Potatoes will supply starch as well 
as moisture and are greedily eaten 
by the little fellows, in fact they 
will cry for potatoes as babies do 
for milk.

KNOWLEDGE KOTGHT.

Why not have those who 
really produce tell us how they did 
the stunt? Theories sound well but 
do not prove out In many cases. 


CAN HAVE HEALTHY BIRDS. 
Large flocks of healthy poultry can 


be grown every year If the surround- 
ings are kept clean, the proper foods 
fed and a liberal supply of water 
kept In .sanitary containers. This 
means generous runs, where grass 
grows in abundance, so green foods 
may be gotten at will. 


Confining chickens in small quart- 


era, where neglect overbalances neat- 
ness, will result in producing dwarf- 
ed and unhealthy birds. Apply the 
same rule to growing the flock that 
is demanded in the family home. A

from 
infections,

HOW TO FEED CORN 


Prairie Farmer:—Corn IB a good 


ration for hoi.s If properly fed, says 
J. L. Gordon, poultry specialist at 
Iowa State College. Corn fed In a 
mash will iring a good return in 
eggs and as a cheap feed It's hard 
to beat. One bushel of corn will 
make feed for 100 hens a day. 


Corn fed alone Is too rich in fat 


producing elements and will tend to 
stop laying: but if it is balanced with 
protein as in a mash it makes excel- 
lent feed. 


A good mash to feed dry during the 


winter Is made 'f 100 rounds of 
ground oats, 100 pounds r-f ground 
corn and 100 pounds of 60 per cent 
tankage. Feed this in self-feeders so 
that it is before the hens at all 
times. 
The tankage furnishes the 


protein part of the feed and should 
not be omitted. 


Where hens are confined to small 


quarters they should be 
given 
a 


scratch feed in the straw consisting 
of shelled corn and wheat or oata in 
equal parts. Ona pound of scratch 
feed per week will keep one hen 
working. 


In mixing mashes it is well not to 


mix over two weeks' supply at a t'me 
as they often spoil 
by 
moulding. 


Moldy feed Is detrimental to poultry 
and will cause 
serious 
ditorrJcrs 


among the flock.

County Farm Bureau, "except corn 
which Is mouldy and suitable for no 
other purpose." 


"No good corn 
burned,"

County 
Farm 
Bureau 
anjwered; 


"Some gather rotten corn and burn It 
to prevent stock and chickens from 
eating It." 


ONLY ROTTEN CORN. 


"Six or eight buihels rotten corn 


per hundred dangerous to stock the 
only corn burned," the Champaign 
County Farm Bureau replied. 


The answers from the Peorla, Iro- 


quois, Platt and McLean County Farm 
Bureaus were of like nature.

MARKETS A BUNCH.

CORN WILL BRING ?SOO. 


A Decatur man, who has returned 


from his farm, remarked Thursday. 
"I was down at the farm the other 
day. 
We are not quite 
through 


shucking yet but from what has been 
cribbed rnd what is yet to <ome in 1 
estimated that I will have 2,000 bush- 
els. °Th« price of corn at that time 
was 40 cents a bushel and at that 
price mj' corn crop will bring §800. I 
remember that my taxes la 
year 


were $700. They will be more this 
year and I am wondering what I am 
going to do about It. The fact is 
that the man who owns a farm now 
is most unfortunate. We can't atop

stone and phosphate 50.5.

ty fair last year. 
- Farm Adviser Robbins states that 
the yields demonstate that while lime 
stone may not increase the yield af 
disease—free corn, yet it shows a 
beneficial effect on diseased corn.
